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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

The office action acknowledges the receipt of Applicant's amendments to claims filed on 
8/20/2007. 

Claims 1-13 are pending and are examined in the instant application. 
Claim 2 has been canceled by applicant. 

Terminal disclaimer to overcome double patent rejection is acknowledged. Examiner withdraws 
double patent rejection. 

Any rejection not set forth below has been withdrawn. 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found in a 

prior Office action. 

This action is made FINAL. 

For convenience the first office action follows: 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Senda et al. 
US 5,990,417. 
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As to Claim 1 5 Senda et al. '417 discloses an electromagnetic noise absorbing material 
and relationship of relative magnetic permeability (Col. 1, Line 24-34) and further discloses an 
imaginary part of a relative magnetic permeability more than 102 in the band of a few hundred 
MHz (Col. 24, Line 62-65). Senda et al. '417 does not disclose the imaginary part H of a 
complex magnetic permeability at 8 GHz higher than the imaginary part L of a complex 
magnetic permeability at 5 GHz. However, these properties are inherent because the applicants 
and the inventors teach virtually identical structures with similar materials. The physical 
properties of similar materials will inherently be similar. The burden of proof is shifted to the 
applicant to show the prior art properties are different from those claimed. See In re Fitzgerald, 
619 F. 2d 67, 205 USPQ 594 (CCPA 1980). 

As to Claim 2, Senda et al. '417 disclose a method in which an alloy of magnetic 
substance particles are mixed into a non-magnetic material (applicants binding agent) and would 
constitute a composite material (Col. 11, Line 53-56). 

As to Claim 3, Senda et al. '417 discloses different manufacturing methods for depositing 
the magnetic material including physical vapor deposition (Col. 11, Line 51-52). 

As to Claim 4, 5, 6 & 7, Senda et al. '417 discloses the use of phenol resins, epoxy resins, 
(applicants hardening resins) vinyl resins, acrylate resins, or synthetic rubber (applicants resin or 
rubber) (Col. 15, Line 24-25). 
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Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments filed 8/20/2007 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant argues basically that Senda et al. does not teach electronic noise 
suppression. However, to further clarify Senda et al. discloses throughout the specification the 
use of a material for electromagnetic noise suppression/filtering (see abstract and background) 
with a composite amorphous (complicated) structure (Col. 11,12, Line 57-67, 1-5 respectively). 
Fig. 10 illustrates the magnetic particle being separated in the binder material. As Senda et al 
has disclosed an amorphous material, it would not be crystalline. Additionally, at the interface 
between the binder and the magnetic material will have an area where atoms of the magnetic 
material are dispersed in the binding agents without crystallization (grain boundaries). 

As to new Claim 13, the added phrase "a portion where the binding agent is observed" 
would be dependent on the magnification at which the material was being examined. 
Additionally, a complicated heterogeneous structure would be an amorphous structure and 
nanometer sized particles are disclosed by Senda et al. ; 417. Additionally, Senda et al. '417 
teach variation in the distance between magnetic materials and the binding agent (figure 10 and 
Col. 22, Line 37-47). 

Accordingly, this rejection is maintained.
